I did not pay so very 
much attention to the sale, because one can 
hear an auctioneer nt almost any time, whereas 
one cannot visit an historie prison—except in an 
irksome capacity—when one chooses. I don't 
know what there is about crime and its environ- 
ment that is so fascinating, but really, I was far 
more interested in Newgate than I have been in 
any theatrical performance lately. Perhaps this 
is because my prison experience has, fortunately 
for me, been very limited compared to my 
experience of theatres, and, after all, human 
nature is ever craving for something new. 
Doubtless an old jailbird would prefer the 
theatre to a day at Newgate, unless his 
idea of a holiday is of the 'busman order. 
But really I felt the deepest interest in 
the old prison. The condemned cells, the 
execution-shed, Jack Sheppard's grille, Bird- 
cage Walk, the Hangman's Parlour—all these 
places exercised quite a fascination over me and 
the thousands of other visitors to the place last 
week. The proximity of the condemned cell to 
the street surprised me.

The horses were pulled up in time to prevent 
the vehicle passing over the little ones, and the Czar, 
springing out of the carriage, seized one of the children 
who was lying under the horses’ feet. His Majesty then 
carried the child into a chemist's shop and waited until her 
injuries had been attended to, when she was sent to the 
hospital by His Majesty's instructions. The second child 
was not injured. oth are the daughters of a poor 
working-man, to whom the Czar has sent a message of 
sympathy and regret. 


"Venezuelan Affairs.—Once again the heat of the 
controversy over the settlement of the Venezuelan dispute 
has cooled down, and cordial relations have been re-estab- 
lished between Mr. Bowen and the representatives of the 
Allies. Unless some new obstacle arises, the question of 
preferential payment will be referred to the Hague 
Tribunal, and the British, Italian, and German Embassies 
are preparing protocols on the subject. Clauses will be 
inse providing fora cash payment of £5500 to each of 
the Allies and the immediate raising of the blockade. 


The Saxony Scandal.—The Crown Princess of 
Saxony last week dismissed M. Giron, with whom she 
eloped from Dresden, and subsequently made a strong 
appeal to be allowed to return for a few hours to visit her 
son, a boy of nine, who lies seriously ill of typhoid fever. 
The King, when the request of the Crown Princess was 
made known to him, summoned a council of Mimasvers, and, 
after an hour's deliberation, it was decided that the request 
should be absolutely refused. It was betieved that the 
reappearance of the Crown Princess in Dresden would lead 
to undesirable scenes, and it was urged that there was no 
guarantee that the Princess would fulfil her promise and 
leave Dresden after visiting her son. The refusal of her

Tidal Wave in the Pacific.—News of a terrible 
disaster caused by a tidal wave which devastated the 
Society Islands in the Pacific Ocean, was cabled from San 
Francisco on Monday.. The report was brought to that 
city by the Australian mail- steamer Mariposa from 
Tahiti. Her captain estimated that eight hundred lives 
had been lost in the islands of Hao, Hikuera, and 
Магакап alone, These islands are French, and rise 
scarcely twenty feet above the se:-level, and when the 
storm broke, the inhabitants climbed cocoa-trees to escape 
the floods. Four bundred natives were saved by swimming 
a distance of three miles from the tops of the trees to the 
ship Excelsior, which conveyed them to a neighbouring port. 
Later advices estimate the total loss of life at between 
5000 and 10,000 persons. 


С Лпеу Hatch Fire Inquest. —The feature of the 
resumed inquiry before Mr. Danford Thomas, Coroner 
for Central London, into the deaths of the fifty-one victims 
of the recent terrible fire at Colney Hatch Lunatic Asylum 
was the determination shown by the jury to get to the 
bottom of all matters which could їп any way throw light 
on the cause of the disaster. Again and again, when 
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returned a verdict of not guilty, Mr. Beauchamp was dis- 
charged without the defence being called upon. 


Stockbroker’s Divorce Suit.—Mr. Justice Barnes 
and a special jury were occupied for the greater part of 
the week in hearing a petition for divorce preferred by 
Mrs. Caroline Louisa Gillespie, on.the ground of the 
alleged cruelty of her husband, Mr. Walter Hugh 
Gillespie, a London stockbroker, and his alleged mis- 
conduct with Miss Daisy Louisa Stewart, governess to 
Mr. and Mrs. Gillespie's children. Mr. Gillespie, on the 
other hand, petitioned for a divorce on the ground of the 
alleged misconduct of his wife with Mr. Frederick Montagu 
Gratton, a China merchant, and a. relative of Mrs. 
Gillespie. Ultimately the charges of misconduct were 
withdrawn on both sides, and counsel addressed the jury 
on the question of cruelty. After some slight deliberation, 
both petitions were dismissed. 


Triple Murder Case.—lklgar Edwards, or Owen, 
was committed for trial last week, charged with the wilful 
murder of Mr. W. J. Darby, his wife, and child, at 
Wyndham Road, Camberwell, on Dec. 1, 1902. In his 
charge to the grand jury at the Old Bailey on Monday, 
Sir Forrest Fulton, the Recorder, said the crime was one 
of peculiar ferocity, It seemed an awful thing that so 
atrocious а crime should be perpetrated in the very heart 
of the Metropolis without leaving any sign of its com- 
mission, and it was only due to an accident that it was 
discovered. ~ Having reviewed the case at great length, the 
Recorder said the man who committed these murders must 
be destitute of all human feeling, Not only had he killed 
the father of the family, but he had not spared either the 
poor young mother or the innocent baby. It was one of 
those cases in which the grand jury would have no difficulty 
in finding а true bill.

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Dwarf French Beans. 


NORWICH correspondent need not'go far for 
really reliable seed of the dwarf Frenen bean. 
For outdoor crops І would advise hirn to make a 
small sowing about the middle of April in a 
warm, sheltered situation, and in at the end 
ot the month in case the first should fail. A succession 
of sowings can afterwards be made during May or 
Juné. The seed should be sown in drills two feet apart, 
and the seeds two or three inches asunder. They may 
also be sown earlier under glass, in boxes or’ pans, 
end transpianted when about three inches high. The 
Ne Plus Ultra, of which I give an Iliustration, is 
dwarf and compact in habit, quite distinct from any

other kind, remarkably prolific, and early. The Canadian 
Wonder is very prolific, the pods are large, fleshy, and of 
good colour, and certainly one of the best for general crop. 

I may add that slugs and snails frequently make havoc 
with the early plants, hence the necessity for thick sowing. 
‘When the plants get а little fibrous and have half a dozen 
leaves the vermin cease to annoy them ; then the rows 
should be dressed up, gaps made good with spare plants, 
and not any two left nearer than Sin.

Afriea. It makes a neat and compact plant; the dark- 
green leaves form, as it were, a rosette, in the centre of 
which springs up quite a bouquet of flowers, violet-like 
both in colour and shape, as the name implies.

2in.to 3in. high. Its long-blooming character makes it 
a most valuable introduction for decoration of greenhouses 
and "apartments, and as a winter-flowering plant, con- 
tinuing to bloom as it does.from autumn till spring, it 
is quite.a. gem. ; 
Purifying Land.

Water and Manure Cart. 


Previous appliances of this kind described in these notes 
have been more suitable for gardeners than for farmers, 
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the latter naturally requiring carts of larger capacity than 
the former. The one illustrated, however, is a medium 
size, not too large for the gardener nor too small for the 
farmer. It is mounted on strong wrought-iron wheels, 
fitted with steel axles; the body is made of strong steel 
plate, and there is a splendid delivery-valve. At a time 
when market gardeners and farmers are considering ways 
and means for the ing season, they may be glad to 
learn of an appliance of this kind. 


The Currant-Bud Mite. 


Tn common with other eners, I have often been 
troubled by the currant-bud mite. Last summer, indeed, 
my crop of blackcurrants was so small that the yield was 
scarcely worth picking. Red currants were better, but I 

only a few bunches of whites. Old and well-tried 
remedies were unavailing; consequently, I am pleased to 
note the experience of a writer to the Gardener's Chronicle, 
and intend giving his system of ridding his garden of this 
pest a good trial, This correspondent writes as follows: 
* Fourteen years ago, when we came to our present garden, 
the blackcurrant trees were thick with this pest; we 
picked them off, spending an: hour or so at odd times, 
and got a large crop of good fruit. Thinking we could 
clear it out, we dug the trees up, burnt them, and got a 
new stock from a place where it had not appeared, planting 
them in new ground as far as possible from where the 
currants had been before. In three years they were as bad 
ав the old stock, and we kept on the system of hand-pick- 
ing, the result being that every year we had enormous 
crops of fine fruit, the branches having to be supported to

radere breaking down with the weight. Our next neigh- 
our tried cutting down and burning, with the result of total 
loss of crop for two years and a small one for one or two years 
after; but.the pest reappeared at once as soon as the plants 
began to bear. Practically three years’ crops were totally 
lost without the slightest benefit, whilst we had, and have, 
very heavy crops every year except the last, when the flowers 
were у= йз» g by late and hard frosts. We have tried 
and seen tried for the last fourteen years everything 
which has been recommended, and all the experience goes 
to show that nothing more is needed than hand-pickinz 
at odd times, What we lose in numbers of bunches is 
gained in the.size of the remainder; and the crops are, 
with the one exception mentioned, as heavy us the trees 
will or can carry with the help of props. We could not 
wish for better crops or finer fruit, апа the present system 
is very little trouble. If anything, it is a distinct advan- 
tage, like the thinning of grapes; what we lose in numbers 
we gain in size and quality of fruit."
